Order  No.  1  — - 

Ysmegata  Separate  Detachment 

1900  hrs.  21.5  Vostochnaya  Hill  Barracks 

1.  Yesterday,  the  20th,  an  Outer  Mongolian  Troop  of  300- 
400  men  strong  crossed  the  frontier  four  miles  south-west  of 
NOMONHAN  and  confronted  the  Manchurian  troops. 

300  horses,  150  trucks,  evidently  armoured  cars,  and  100 
•paos'  /T.N.  Mongolian  natives'  tents/  were  observed  in  the  HAN  HILL 
area.  (30  Km.  south  of  NOMONHAN) .  fair-reconnaissance)  200  cavalry 
men  and  25  'paos'  were  observed  in  the  s.'-PNCBUIR-OBO  area.  (23  Km. 
southwest  of  NOMONHAN)  (air  reconnaissance). 

According  to  a  prisoner  of  war,  a  reinforcement  of  one 
regular  regiment  is  moving  from  TAMSIK. 

In  an  air-flight  on  the  20th,  that  is,  yesterday,  our  air¬ 
craft  shot  down  an  enemy  plane. 

2.  I,  commanding  all  the  following  units,  will,  first  of  all, 
advance  to  NOMONHAN  and  annihilate  the  opposing  Outer  Mongolian 
troops . 

I  will  also  command  the  Manchurian  troops  there.  Hereafteer 
our  troops  will  be  called  the  YAMAGATA  Detachment.

Lately  the  cases  of  illegal  action  on  the  part  of 
the  Soviet  Army  on  the  state-frontier  have  become  more 
frequent . 

To  destroy  beforehand  the  impertinent  intentions  of 
the  Soviet  Army  and  to  anticipate  complete  defence  of 
Manchuria,  the  Army,  following  "the  measures  of  adjusting 
conflicts  on  the  Manchurian-Soviet  frontier,"  will  put  an 
end  to  illegal  actions  on  the  part  of  the  Soviet  Army. 

On  the  basis  of  those  "measures  of  adjusting  conflicts 
on  the  Manchurian-Soviet  frontier",  the  Division  will  put 
an  end.  drastically  to  illegal  actions  of  the  Soviet  Army 
and  check  her  impertinent  intentions  in  every  part,  and 
thereby  anticipate  the  fulfilment  of  complete  defence. 

Guard  detachments  of  the  first  line  and  detachments 
acting  in  the  area  of  the  state-frontier  must  carry  out 
"measures  of  adjusting  conflicts  on  the  Manchurian-Soviet 
frontier." 

Separate  instructions  are  given  as  to  making  independent 
decisions  regarding  the  frontier  line*  set  up  by  the  Defence 
Commander. 

Corresponding  detachments  must,  in  the  shortest  possible 
time,  report  on  all  available  materials.

Halhin-Sumey.  Yestordoy,  June  19.  the  7th  group  of  the 
t-amehurian  army  in  JCagaa-ffce  (7  cavalry  regiment) ,  due  to 
the  uncertain  situation  in  the  rear,  was  subjected  to  an 
cob rasing  attack  of  tve  enemy  1000  men  strong  with  approxi¬ 
mately  30  tanka  and  10  mountain  guns.  In  the  Nomonhan  area 
the  enemy  possesses  about  1000  men  with  10  antiaircraft  and 
field  guns  and  10  tanks.

Prompt  and  drastic  measures 
ere  of  great  importance  for  the  grandeur  of  tee  Imperial  Army  ana 
further  development  of  our  country.  Our  officers  and  solaiers  on 
the  first  line*,  who  ere  protecting  our  country,  have  to  play  the 
most  important  role  in  carrying  out  these  measures. 

Their  basic  task  is  to  settle  the  present  conflict.
